dities at fair prices has brought to 
them much unjust criticism almost 
entirely from those people to whom 
their efforts have been most benefi­ 
cial. 
Tlte Food Administration deems it 
advisable, therefore, to make known 
some of the fundamental purposes of 
these committees, together with their 
principal power- and function#.
